Mayor Brighton said he ex 
pected no obstacles in city ac 
tivity toward the program. not- 
ing that it requires ratification 
by the City Council “. . . like 
any other ordinance.”

gram with all parks being used;

Investigations have been un 
derway in both Evansville-Van 
derburgh County and Blooming 
ton-Monroe County. Marion 
County’s Unigov system auto 
matically included combined 
park-recreation activities and, 
Greensburg-Decatur County be- 
came the second Hoosier com- 
munity to adopt the innovation. 
according to reports from offi- 
cials and observens. 

And the aim here, according| 
to local officials, is “a year-
